Settling the Question, 


John L. Sullivan Hears That 
Paddy Ryan Isn’t Satisfied, 


But Wants Another Chance for the 
Championship of the World 
and the Diamond Belt. 


“PM YOUR MAN!” SAYS JOHN. 


ne 


Again there is a boom in pugilism whicb promises to 
create a furor in both hemispheres, and once more de. 
cide the question, “Who is the champion of the 
world ?”’ 

Sporting men are divided in regard to the reply. 
Manvy claim that Jobn L. Sullivan is the champion 
of champions, and it is prubable no one would 
have questioned that claim had he not con- 
tinually indulged in  carousals which, in a 
measure, were injurious to his health and physical 
form. But, notwithstanding the champion’s free- 
and-easy way of enjoying himself, there are hun- 
dreds who helieve he can deteat all the other pugilists 
in the world ina week. Onthe other hand, sporting 
men in the West pin their faith on Paddy Ryan, of 
Chicage, formerly of Troy, N. Y., who first came into 
notice by conquering JoeGoss, after the latter had lost 
form and was beyond bis prime, in a contest for the 
championship of America. Ryan’s star as a champion 
would have probably then set had not Richard K. 
Fox, in order to revive the once popular sport, decided 
to match him against all comers tor trom $1,000 to 
$5,000 a side and the cnampionsbip of the world. 

It is well known that John L. Sullivan picked up 
the gauntlet and arranged a maich with Ryan,and the 
affair was brought to a satisfactory issue at Mississippi 
City, Miss.,on Feb. 7, 1882. -Nearly every one sup- 
posed Ryan would win and fortunes were wagered on 
the result. Besides the $2,500 a side Harry Hil) held to 
hand to the victorious pugilist, Richard K. Fox sent 
$1,000 with his representative, William E. Harding, to 
give Rvan to bet in the ring, and it was wagered and 
posted with Harry Hill. Prior to the money being de- 
posited it was handed by Richard K. Fox's represent- 
ative to Ryan to count and he was so nervous that he 
tore the first bill in two. This chicken-heartedness 
caused many of Ryan’s admirers to see a danger-light, 
and many who had invested thousands on observing 
Ryan’s lack of confidence wished they bad their 
money back, while others turned pale. 

In the first round Sullivan displayed his superiority 
and ended the round by knockning Ryan down bya 
well-directed right-hand blow on the neck. 

In the second round Sullivan demonstrated bis 
superiority until they came to close quarters, when 
Ryan threw Sullivan. 

In the third round Sullivan again knocked Ryan 
down. 

Inthe fourth round the fighting wasdesperate. Ryan 
fought well, but he was running second. Sullivan 
tought Ryan down. 

The ‘fifth round ended by Sullivan demonstrating 
his great strength, and at the end of the round he 
threw Ryan. 

In the sixth round Ryan was knocked down. When 
he came to the scratch for the seventh round he was 
weak. Sullivan knocked Ryan all over the ring and 
tought bim down. 

In the eighth round Sullivan knocked Ryan down, 
and in the ninth the Boston boy’s auctioneer again 


drove Ryan to Mother Earth. Ryan was carried to: 


his corner, and bis seconds coaxed him to go up for 
another round. The champion, who was evidently de- 
teated, said: 

“It I go up again he will kill me.”’ 

Tom Kelly shook his head and then threw up the 
Sponge, and Sullivan was declared champion of the 
world. 

The battle was ove of the fiercest and most deter- 
mined of modern times. Kyan made a gallant fight 
and bore his punishinent manfully, and no man could 
have endured such a succession of terrible blows with 
a better grace. 

The battle, however, demonstrated that Sullivan 
was a wonder and that Ryan was no match for him. 

Now, after reading the above condensation of the 
great original battie, bow can any one for a moment 
suppose that Ryan is able to cunquer Sullivan? A 
pugilist who can defeat once should be able to do so 
again, especially when be has penefited from able 
tutelage and experience, and deVeloped by constant 
training and practice more muscular development. 

Sullivan, when he met Ryan, was only twenty-four 
years of age. Now that he is more matured he pos- 
sesses by far greater development, and, nothwith- 
standing his many carousals, which have been greatly 
magnified, he is physically more powerful and more 
scientific than he was the day he fought Ryan at Mis- 
sissippi City two yearsago. Theres nething to | Fe- 
vent the pugilists meeting, providing Ryan and his 
backers show they mean business. After the cham- 
pion and the ex champion met at Madison Square 
Garden, and the police prevented the giants from ae- 
ciding the supremacy, Ryan and a legion of admirers 
claimed that thé latter had the best of the contest, and 
verbal offers were made to back him against Sullivan. 
No money was posted by the ex-champion’s backer 
er backers, and the affair for a time dropped. 

In the meantime Richard K. Fox,in order to bring 
Sullivan and Ryan together, offered to put up the 
*Police Gazette’ diamond belt, and give a purse of 
$2,500 for the pugiliststo tight for at New Orleans. Sul- 
livan. in his usual business like style, notified Richard 
K. Fex that he was willing to contend with Ryan at 
New Orleans for the trophy which represented the 
championsbip. 

Ryan did not respond favorably to Richard K. Fox’s 
offer, buton March 5 he posted $500 with a Chicago 
sporting paper and issued a challenge offering to tight 
Sullivan or any man in the world tor from $2,500 to 
@5,000 a side. Ryan's bold defi created a furor trom 
Maine to Oregon. No reply was made to it, although 
it was expected that Sullivan would accept bis recent 
opponent's challenge. On March 6 the ecutive dis- 
patch was sent to Jobn L. Sullivan: 

“Pad ly Ryan has posted $500 1 Chicago ‘aoa to 
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fight any man in the world. you preferred, London 
prize ring rules, with small gloves, $2,500 a side and 
championship of the world. If Mr. Richard K. Fox, 
proprietor of the PULICE GAZETTE, will back you and 
put up the ‘Police Gazette’ diamond belt, will you 
agree to meet Ryan? Inform me at once, and, if you 
are agreeable, on behalf of Richard K. Fox, who is now 
in Washington, D. C., I will sign the preliminaries. 
“SPORTING EDITOR OF THE POLICE GAZETTE.” 

It is a common custom for backers, especially on 
the turf, if they lose heavily om one certain equine, the 
next time he runs to lay against him. This precedent 
has frequently been tollowed by backers of pedestrians, 
athletes and pugilists. No one, then, Will fora moment 
wonder at the above dispatch.

‘DEAR Srn—Please find inclosed my check fur 2500, 
which you will retain as forfeit from me for Jobn L. 
Sullivan to meet Paddy Ryan, of Chicago, in a contest 
witb small gloves for $5,000, the ‘Police Gazette’ dia- 
mond belt and the championship of the world. My 
representative, Wm. E. Harding, will arrange all the 
preliminaries for the match when Ryan or his backer 
names a time and place of meeting.

To John L. Sullivan, 714 Washington street, Boston: 

Ihave posted $500 with Harry Hill, and issued the 
following challenge: 

Understanding that Paddy Rvan, of Chicago, has 
posted $500 and issued a challenge to fight John L. Sul- 
livan, the champion pugilist of the world, with small 
gloves, according to the new rules of the London prize 
ring, having Joba L. Sullivan’s authority that he will 
meet Ryan if I will back him,I accordingly accept 
Ryan’s challenge, and bave posted $500 with Harry 
Hill, and will match John L. Sullivan to mect Ryan 
for from $2,500 to $5,000 a side and the “Police Gazette” 
diamond belt, which emblem represents the cham- 
pionship of the world. My representative, William 
E. Harding, will meet Ryan or his representative any 
place he may name on Monday, March 16, half way 
between this city and Chicago, to arrange the match, 
Harry Hill to be final stakeholder. The Jatter held the 
stakes in the last contest between Sullivan and Ryan, 
and paid the stakes over to the winner, If Ryan is as 
eager to ratity the match as he claims to be, there will 
be no hitch in the affair. 

(Signed.) RicHagp K. Fox. 

In an interview with a Boston Herald reporter, Sul- 
livan showed Mr. Fox’s dispatch and said: 

“You see that ought to clinch the business if any- 
thing will,and Ryan now must either come to time or 
back down. Under the conditions I have named, I 
propose serious business. I can’t say where the fight 
will come off, and I don’t care,so long as we shall not 
be liable to arrest. Iam now taking good care of myself, 
but still there are some who bark about me as if deter- 
mined to injureme. While there may have been some 
ground for severe criticism c>ncerning me, I think the 
business has been overdone. [ have injured myself 
more than any one else, but things have been made 
very uncomfortable for me of late about town. I'm 
sensitive about the unjust things charged to my door, 
and at times I cannot help feeling bad about them. But 
people will talk about other people, and the better a 
fellow is known the greater the target be becomes to 
abuse. Some of the papers have treated me pretty 
rough, but still J feel that I have the sympathy and 
good will of the majority of the newspaper men who 
know me. Sometimes I feel so bad about the abuso 
aimed at me that [am inclined to hurry up certain 
arrangements for my proposed trip across the water 
in May. The arrangements for this are not vet settled, 
but likely will be after my go at Ryan. I am now 
preparing for my glove fight with McCafirey, which 
takes place in Philadelphia three weeks from Monday 
evening, and I will leave bere next Sunday evening 
and will remain over a few days in New 
York. By the provisions for this fight, the winner is 
to take sixty-five per cent. of the gate receipts and the 
loser thirty-five per cent. [think I shal] scoop in the 
long end, at any rate.” 

Speaking of Goss and the latter's il!ness, the cham- 
pion said : 

“Yes, poor Joe is pretty low, and is having a hard 
time of it. Isat up two hours with bim last night 
and felt pretty bad tor him. He’s grit right through 
to the last, just as he has always been. He’sone of the 
biggest-hearted men that ever lived, and if he goes 
we'll all miss him. But I hope he will come round 
all right, although tbe chances seem against bim.” 

Jobn L. was at this juncture interrupted by a friend 
with a “Have a drink?’ and the reporter withdrew, 
leaving the champion in the sweet enjoyment of a 
glass of soda-water.

After the pazsengers.on the Washington expressdeft 
the train at the Broad street station, Philadelpbia, on 
Thursday, March 5, the train officials were surprised 
to see a tall, well-dressed young man of prepossessing 
appearante Walk to ane of the doors, step npon the 
platform, and then return to bis seat in the car and re- 
main in !t. A brakeman i:formed bim that he was in 
Philadelphia, and that be cou'd go no further in that 
train. The man made no answer, and, upon being ac- 
costed rather sharply, jumped up and threatened to 
throw the brakeman out of the window. Otherstation 
employees arrived and tried to put she man off forci- 
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biy, but he resisted all their efforts aud retained his 
seat. The train was backed to a siding at Twenty-firg, 
street, where a police officer, who wassummoned, saw 
that the man was insane, and sent tor two other off. 
cers. The three tried to induce him to leave the car, 
but he relused, and they were compeiled to remove 
him by force. He struggled fiercely until he was 
locked up in the Twentieth District Station House, 
where be quieted down. When asked where he lived 
and where he came from he replied: “Orange county, 
N.Y. My name is M. L. Wiaonie; that’s all you neeg 
to know.” He was keptin the station-house during 
the night. : 

Next morning he appeared rational, and said he 
wanted to gu home. He stated that he bad been 
traveling through the South, and that, after witness 
ing the inauguration of Presideut Cleveland, he was 
on bis way home. When taken from tbe train he had 
&@ small gripsack filled with sea-shellsand $56 in money 
in his pocket. They were returned to him by Lieut. 
Myers. Winnie walked to the Broad street station, 
when he became suddenly violent and shouted wildly.

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GONE TO JOIN HIS VICTIM | 


Dr. Goersen is Hanged in Philadelphia 
for the Cruel Murder 
of His Wife. 


Tnecrime for which Dr. Goersen paid the death penal- 

ty in Philadelpbia,on March 5, was the poisoning of his 
wile nearly five years ago. He wasa naliveof that city 
and was 8 student of the Hahnemann Medical Collcge 
of Philadelphia, but never graduated. On Apr'l 3), 
1879, he married Elizaheth E. Souder, who was living 
with her widowed mother. Goersen taught music in 
addition to practicing medicine. In March, 1890, his 
father died, and the son sucreeded to bis practice, 
which was @ paying one. Before this time Goersen 
drank heavily. He wasa little better tban a sot, and 
it is even said that he bordered on delirium tremens. 
The Goersens and Mrs. Souder, the mothes-in-law 
lived together. Mrs. Souder bad for months suffered 
with cropsy and Bright’s disease of the kidneys, and on 
Mareh 25she dieJ. A certifcate was given Sy an allo- 
pathic physician who bad attended her, that death was 
due to Bright’s disease. Mrs. Souder had, however, 
been mainly tregted by Goersen. 
’ Five days after the deatu of her mother Mrs. Goer. 
sen was also taken violently sick with sévere pains in 
thestomach. On April 2sbe made ber will, giving all 
her property to Guersen, and on April 4 died. Sus- 
picion having Seen arouscd the stomach of the dead 
woman was remuved for analysis. On the following 
Friday Prof. Leftman, the chemist, reperted that in 
the stomach he had found five grains of arsenic—. 
enough to kill two persons. Goersen was arrested on 
suspicion and committed to prison. 

The ¥esult_ of the analysis asionished the coroncr, 
and he had the remains’ of Mrs. Souder exhumed. 
The examination in this case also proved death by 
arsenic, Goersen was put on trial in November, 1880, 
and being convicted was sentenced to death. A writ 
‘of error was taken to the Supreme Court in January, 
1981. In March, 1882, Chief-Justice Mercur reversed the 
judgent and ordered a new trial on the ground that 
the judge in his charge to the jury had ignored tie 
prisoner's defense. The second trial toox place in Nu- 
vember, 1883. Goersen was again convicted. Once 
more his counsel took the case to the Supreme Court, 
but in March, 1884, the judzment of the Court below 
was aftirmed. This settled the legal side of the case, 
and executive clemency was next vainly invoked. 

Dr. Goersen met bis death with remarkable firm- 
ness. He refused to go to bed the night before he was 
executed and sat up writing letters until 5:30 o'clock in 
the morning, when, afier taking hi¢ morning bath, he 
lay down and slept for over an hour. He ate. spar- 
ingly ot breakfast and spent the remainder of his 
time in prayer with his spiritual advisers, Oo the 
acaftold the clergyman read the following paper signed 
by Goersen: ‘ 

“PHILADELPHIA COUNTY PRISON, March 5, 1885.— 
Being now on the point of my departure trom earth I 
desire to make the following statement, and Thou, my 
God and Saviour, in whose presence I stand, hear me 
witness: 

“I do most carnestly and most solemnly declare that 
—before my God and before my conscvience—I feel and 
am entirely innaoent of the crime imputed to ime, 
namely: the poisoning of my wife and moter-in-law. 
Yes, and Thou, Futher and my God, knowest it, and 
Thow ‘whe brought to light the bidden tbings of dark- 
ness and makest manifest the councils of the heurt’ 
will eventually and surely bring forth judgment unto 
truth in this instance also, according to Thy good word 
and promises. 

“I further wisb to state that I depart from earth 
without even the slightest feeling of animosity against 
any human being. I tender my heartfelt than.s to 
the officers and employees cf this institution for the 
unitorm kindness meuifested tuwara myself And 
now, as for me to die is gain, I desire to enter my home 
to dv ell with my blessed redeemer, Christ Jesus. 

“A. G. F. GOEBSEN, M. D.” 

During the reading Goersen maintained his calm de- 
meanor, his thoughts being apparently bent on sub- 
jects other thauv those of this world. He was then 
pinioned, the black cap was crawn over his face and 
alter a short invocation the drop fell. He was dead in 
eight minutes, his death appearing to be very easy. 
After hanging twenty-five minutes the body was cut 
down. His neck was not broken. 

After the execution the wi!) of Dr. Goersen was read. 
Like his statement,it was in bisown bandwriting. By 
it he leaves all his property to his mother. 

Dr. Goersen spent much of his time in literary work, 
and wrote numerous poetical effusions. The foliowing 
is a specimen of bis verses, dedicated to his then sweet- 
heart, who afterward became his wife,and for whose 
wurder his own life was forfeited : 


LIZZIE. 


I will be true to thee, 
Though I share in thy worst despair ; 
I will be true to thee, 

Though my own heart be bowed with care, 
Though cold neglect upon thy Hopes may fall, 
Though fears of Death may hover near thy Soul, 
Though funeral knells upon thy ears may toll, 

Yet I will be true to thee. 


I will be true to thee, 
Though I roam iu a foreign land; 
Whether on earth or sen, 
Iu a Bower or Desert Strand. 
Though darkest clouds may mar the morning Beams, 
And Vapors dull may settle on the Streams; 
Toough bhighting time destroy thy fondest Dreams, 
Still I will be true to thee.

The Rev. Elias Bray. an insane clergyman, came 
from Wilkesbarre last week and announced tbat he 
bad acommission from Goud to remove the incuming 
President.

On the night 
for the playing of the thirty-sixth and final series of 
the championsbip tournament, which brougit together 
Frey and Malone, the room was packed. The excite- 
ment ran high all through the series of games be- 
tween the two representative pool-players, but Ma- 
lone’s tenacity wore Frey out in patience, in temper 
and in execation, and notwithstanding the boy ex- 
champion hung to Malone well be finally gave way to 
the steady play ot the Cuicaguan, who won by a score 
of 11 to 9, and was proclaimed champion of Ameriea. 


CRAZED BY FEAR. 


The Terrible Consequences on His Fellow-Convicts of 
Dr. Goersen's Execution. 








{Subiect of Illustration. 1 

The execution of Dr. Goersen in Philadelphia was 
attended by several incidents of a very startling nat- 
ure. A wife-murderer was frightened to death, and 
three other prisoners confined tor equally grave 
crimes were terribly alarmed by a knowledge of the 
awful fate of Goersen. Joseph Barrett, fifiy-tive years 
old, who was serving a long t>rm for making a mur- 
dcrous assault on bis wite, occupied a hospital cell in 
the scaffold corridor. He was afflicted with dropsy 
and was bed-ridden. Intense interest in the hanging 
was manifested by him, but all informatiun of the de- 
tails was denied him. He was greatly depressed when 
his door was closed tightly. The nuise ot the solemn 
procession moving tu the ga'lows increased his fright, 
which wa; noticeable to the nurses, despite whose 
efforts he rambled on with his mind absorbed by the 
subject of the hanging. When his cell was opened he 
was found to be dead. 2 

‘Taylor, who murdered the Eastern Penitentiary 
keeper, was also terribly impressed by the awful char- 
acter of Goersen’s fate.. Goersen’s hopefulness had in- 
spired him with a corresponding teeling, and the fuil- 
ure of the prisoner's last effort to escape execution 
sunk him intoa condition of despair. About a week 
aso he was seized with an intolerable fear, which so 
exhausted bis nervous system that he became as weak 
as a babe. Early on Murch 5, the closing and 
bolting of cell door after ceil door, up to and including 
his own, infurmed bim of the approaching executinn. 
How he passed tlie almost eternity of that interval of 
two hours can only be fancied from what was seen 
when hia door was opened and he was found in spasms 
upon his cell floor. Medical aid was at ouce sum- 
moned, but it was hours before he was quieted. 

Kane, who murdercd his brother, and who is con- 
demned to die, and Briggs, who cut his wite’s 
throat, were also terribly frightened. In their neigh- 
borhood the cells were all occupied by men who bad 
been convicted of all grades of crime. The awtul im- 
pression upon the minds of these convicts, who were 
guided in their imaginary picture of the scene only by 
the shuffling of fect, the low conversation, the solemn 
tones of the officiating clergyman, the terrible pause 
ending with a click and a thud, and the creak- 
ing of timber, must have been very acute. None of 
the 2ell doors were opened until every. vestige of the 
tragic afiair had been removed, and then, as the keep- 
ers passed along, there were blanched but eager faces 
at the wickets asking, 1n suppressed tones, "Js it all 
over?’ ‘How did hestand it?” and the like. Kane 
was tound after the event pale, but perfectly com- 
posed, and he plied question after question to fil) in 
the details of the scene which he had drawn in bis 
mind. Briggs, it is said, manifested some indifference 
and was pot inclined to talk.

Arthur Chambers, of Philadelphia, recently posted 
$100 forf.it with Richard K. Fox and published a challenge offer- 
ing to match Wm. Springall to box any man in America, at 154 
pounds, according to London prise ring rules, for $1,000 side. In 
the meantime Chambers matched Springall to meet George Rooke 
in a glove cencest, accerding to Queensverry rules, which was to 
have been decided at New Orleans, La., during the present month. 
On March 4 Chambers telegraphed to the Poasce -Gazetrse that he 
had decided te have no more to do with Springall, and requested 
Richard K. Fox to return the $100 forfeit he had posted. In a letter 
to Richard K. Fox Chambers gives the following explanation why 
he rcfuscs to match Springall as he proposed : 

“Sprinzall was on Saturday, late in the evening, a little under 
tae influcnce of liquor. I told him he should be careful of himself 
so as to kcep in condition and thought no more about him till I 
was informed the next morning that be had Icft and was going 
t> New York..

M. Bixamos, of France, and J. G. Scott, of New Zea- 
laad, on Feb. 15, 1885, fought with hard gloves at Sportsman Park, 
New Orlzans. In the fourth round Scott was sé badly punished 
that the polize interfered and stopped the mill. Scott a few days 
later challenged Bixamos for another contest. A match was ar- 
ranged, and the cont.st was decided at Sportsman Park, New Or- 
lcans, on March 1. The-fight was announced to be to a Anish, 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, for a purse of $300 aud the gate 
moticy. Thomas Dougherty was chosen referee. About 500 persons 
were present. Bixamos was in first-class condition and weighed 
165 pounds. Scott weighed 10 pounds less. Betting was six to four 
on B.xamos. 

Rounp 1—Bixamos got in his left on Scott’s neck, amd Scott re- 
turned the compliment. Bixamos then led azain with the Icft, 
striking Scott in the fase, Scott's effort to return falling short. 
The contestants came to close quarter:, Scott getting in several 
good blows. The men separated, but came tugether azain,swhen 
Bixamos gave Scott a blow.on the mouth. drawing first bloo}. 
Scott§retaliated with some straight blows on his opponent's cface 
and neck. Bixamos planted his left on Scott's nose, when the 
time of the firat round expired. 

Bounp 2—Bixamos knocked Scott down, but he was quickly on 
his fect again, and, after asharp exchange of blows, the second 
round eaded. 

Rounp 3—Bixamos showed up fresh while Scott appeared some- 
what winded. After mush slugging, during which both men showed 
signs of weakness, the round came to a close. 

Rounp 4—Both men came up p-emptly and apparently refreshed, 
and slazzing began at once, Bixamos getting the beat of the round, 
which included many body blows. S-ott, in this round, dropped 
to his knees twice to avoid punishment and gain wind. 

Rounp 5—Was merely a repetition of the fourth, Scott going 
down to avoid punishment. Bixamos, who appeared fresh, finally 
gotin aheavy blow on Scott's face with his right, which sent 
Scott to grass, and, failing to come to time, the fight wa; awarded 
to Bixamos. The middle finger of Scott's right hand was badly out 
of joint, which placed him at a disadvantage. We fought gamely 
wo the finish. 


A correspondent writes from the Pacific Slope that 
Clarence Whistler expects to meet Jack Brady azain ani battle for 
$500 a side and the gate receipts. Hesays: ‘‘What the result will 
be if he meets Whistler again it is hari to say, but if he can kecp 
Whistler off and deliver full-length blows, he can knock him or 
most any one els) out. Those fellows in the East can laugh as 
much as they want, but it is mv opinion and the opinion of most of 
the good juiges here that you have few if any men there, with the 
possible exception of Sullivan, who can lay him out. He is de- 
cidedly unpopular, however. I was talking to Slade about bis fight 
with Brady, and he said that Brady bit him harder than Sullivan 
ever did, and Whistler says it ia the first time in his life he knew 
what it was to be even knocked off his feet by a blow. Brady has a 
terrible reach and long arms—very long arms—and his most cficctive 
blows are over-handed ones. We isa rusher, and can't last more 
than two good rounds, but in those rounis he wi: fight mere and 
strike more blows than any man we ever hadhere. I will tell you 
one thing, and that is this, that he hasn’t got any heart. if 
I can judge by what he did with Whisticr, whom be made 
sign apaper in which Whistler agreed to give all the re- 
cel to Brady provided he did not let Brady win 
the fight, but all the same he was knocked out on the square. If 
you should send any one out here at any time to fight him. don't 
give Braty a large share of the receipts on the supposition that he 
is a drawing card, because, with the exception of the Whistler 
fight, he has never drawn a $700 house in his life. He wants to win 
all the time, and won't take your word that he will, but will make 
you sign a contract by which he is to receive all if he is whipped. 
Of course any of your prominent heavy weights would draw well 
kere better than Brady, and if you should send any one here don t 
give him more than fifty per cent. at the outside. He is so unpopu- 
lar that when he whipped Slade everybody, including all the 
papers, said it was a job, and when he got on the stage with 
Whistler not twenty people cheered him, while two thousand 
cheered Whistler. They all say that he whipped Whistler by a 
chance blow, and ifhe should whip Sullivan in a round they would 
say the sam: thing. fie can’t get any credit for anything he does 
here. I was appointed by Whistler aud Brady to holt the gate re- 
ceipts, and to give them to Brady if Whistler whipped him. but I 
haimade up my mind not to dd it anyhow, and if Brady had been 
whipped hs wouldn't have got any more than he did, notwithstand- 
fug the coutract to lose. None of your heavy weights caa act a 
match on ti. you agrec in writing to lose. That is what he is wait- 
ius for, and if it is necessary, ict him sign to lose, asree on some 
our to sell tickets at the door and to divide the money according to 
azrcement, and then go {n and whip him and gc-t your share any- 
how. The fir.t big mau who azrecs to lose to him will be the first 
man to get on 3 match.”

He's one man in a 
century, and I don’t think the present generation or any other will 
ever see his equal again. He can beat all the Maces, Ryans and 
fighters anywhere just like that (snapping his foger). Sullivan is 
not half as bad as people try to make him. and the way he has 
been treated ‘by the papers is outrageous. I brought him out or 
helped to, and remember when he staggered me under the ear at 
the exhibition at Music Hall. But I did not expect it. I wasn't 
in trim, and up to that time we were friends and we are now. John 
eame to see me last Saturday. I never liked those 4-round fights 
with gloves. They don’t amount to much, but Sullivan can doany 
fighter even with them. All the Maces in the world, and those I 
have seen in my day, are that (snapping his fingers) to him. But 
Sullivan has not been treated right in many ways, and I hope the 
people will get to know him better and appreciate him.” 

The “Daily News,” New York, says: “Nearly all the 
English pugilists, since the arrival of Tuz Wilson, have done well 
at their profession in this country. Tug Wilson made nearly 
$5,000 and received a gold medal from Richari K. Fox, valued at 
$500. Charley Mitchell, through the skillful management of Billy 
Madden, has made about $10,000. Wm. Sheriff, the Prussian, 
although he never had an opportunity of mecting Sullivan to 
receive a share of large gate money, has done well, and is now in 
business ia Philadclphia. Sheriff was put en his fect and stegted 
in business by Arthur Chambers. Alf. Greenficld hag .net .been 
quite so fortunate as the rest of his.constrymen,owing to the iu- 
terference of the authorities. He has made a little money, but his 
prospects are bright, and there is not the least doubt that he will 
return to the Swan with the Two Necks at Birmingham with a 
snugsum. Greenfield isa clever, gentlemanly pugilist, and ‘in 
the first flight,’ to use a racing phrase. Jack Burke has been 
more fortunate than Greenfield and made more money. He is now 
going to settle down in business ia Chicago. Geo. Fryer, of Not- 
tingham, is one of the latest arrivals. He isopen to fight any man 
io the world, and probably he will win the championship before 
the snow flies in 1886. Wm. Sprinzgall, another of the latest ‘im- 
portations from Albion, is worth backing against any of the middle 
weights. Arthur Chambers isthe backer of both Springall and 
Fryer, and he holds right and left bowers.” 


All arrangements have at last been completed for the 
billiard tourna neat which is to be held at Irving Hall, commene- 
ing on April 20. The entries will com all the leading 
dil‘ fara eSperts in America, including the ‘Police Gazette” Un- 
known, who is a famous player. The entries so far are Slosson, 
Schaefer, Sexton, Dion. Daly and Wallace, and each of them have 
won championship laurels. Joseph Dion won the Roche emblem at 
cushi n-carroms in the Roche tournament, held in Tammany Hall, 
in November, 1881, over.su-h players as Schaefer, Slosson, Sexton, 
Daly. etc.. and this Roche emblem finally became the personal 
property of Sexton through limitation of time. he thus becoming 
ex-cbhampion at this special game. In the Collender cushion-car- 
rom tournament, held in Tammany Ha}, in May, 1883, Maurice 
Daly won first prize over sush players as Vignaux, Schaefer, Wal- 
lace (the latter teok second prize in this same tournament), Sextoa, 
Dion and Carter. The emblem was 8 miniature gold 
and silver biiliard-table, about 10x20 inches in size. This 
em>iem Sexton toos from Daly. but Sexton ia turn was de- 
feated by Slosson in a match game for the championship, piayed in 
Chicago, in October, 1883. As all know, Schaefer won the &-lock 
balk-line ch unpionship io tournament play, in Chicago, in March, 
1888, defeating Vignaux, Daly, Sexton, Morris, Dion and Wallace. 
Thus the 14-inch balk-line game should be one well suited to all 
those who are likely to participate.and the brilliant play of both Slese- 
son aniSchaefer in their late match at 1%-inch balk-iine billiards, 
played in Caicago. Jan. 26, is remembered as a great treat by all 
who saw it, and was pronounced by the Chicago press as having 
developed the grandest play ever seea upon the billiard-table. 
Who Richard K. Fox will enter in the tournament is at present a 
mystery. : 

On March 2, at Chicago, Frank Glover and Tommy 
Chandler fought for a medal offered by a sporting paper in that city, 
and Glover won, or at least he was knocked out and the referee de- 
clared Chandler was defeated. There wasa dispute over the re- 
sult, and Chandler sent the following letter to the sporting editor 
of the Poricy Gazerte to decide the question in regard to who won 
and lost. The following is a copy: 

Curcaco, Marfeh %, 1885. 
To the Sporting Editor of the Potice Gazerss: 

In’s set-to between Frank Glover and Tom Chandler, of this eity, 
for the heavy-weight medal of Illinois, in the sesond reuad, &t the 
expiration of 2m 55s, Chandler knocks Glover out of time. He lays 
183 on *he floor, then he was assisted to his corner by his seconds. 
Have his seconds any right to assist him under the circumstances ? 
Both men claim the medal. Please decide who wins. 

Tox CuseStzn. 

The following is a copv of the decision sent to Chandlef: ‘‘Ao- 
cording to your statement, you were entitled to the medal and 
won the match twice during the contest. If Glover Was knocked 
out for 18s, as you claim, in the second round, you should have 
been declared the winner. Again, if Glover's seconds assisted 
nim, it was a foul, and it was the duty of the referce to declare you 
the winner of the contest. After you came to the scratch for the 
third round and decided to continue the contest, you waived all 
claims of fouls and infringements of the rules. If you were knocked 
down and unable to respond to the call of time in the third round, 
the referee could have no other alternative than giving a decision 
in favor of Glover and declaring him the winner. The referee's 
decision in the matter, if he gave one, was final. After the second 
round, when, as you claim, you failed to receive justice, you should 
have appealed to the audience and claimed the contest, for it were 
just a3 well to lose by default as to continue when, as you claim, 
you did not receive fair play. All you can do in the matter is to 
challenge Glover to again meet yeu, and select no referee unlesé 
you know he is acquainted with the rules thoroughly and you are 
certain that; he will do justice to both parties.” 


The “Morning Journal” on Sunday, March 8, pub- 
lished the following: ‘‘W. E. Harding, the sporting editor of the 
Police Gazette, who writes under the nom de plume of ‘The Ref- 
eree,’ and who has witnessed more prize fights and arranged more 
important matches than any man in this country, and wo has 
several times filled the position of ‘referee.’ sums up the ¢isims of 
the many pugilists forchampionship honors and wfites as follows: 
‘Itis my opinion that John L. Sullivan still stands alone without 
an equal in the pugilistic world. Notwithstanding all reports to the 
contrary, and no matt-r whether the champion or continues, 
to use a racing phrase, there is no pugilist in either hemisphere 
able to conquer him, either according to London prise or Queens- 
berry rules. All the reports about Sullivan that Be bas seon bis 
best day and that his frequent carousals had robbed him of his 
physical powers are bosh. If there was a boxing tourney held with 
no restriction to the number of rounds to be fought, with a purse of 
$5,000 offered, open to all pugilists to contend for, ho matter who 
contended or where they hailed from, and the qualit’es of al! 
put to the test, Sullivan would grasp the purse at 
the end of the contest. Leaving out Sullivan and as- 
suming that there was a second prize, from the pis. 
formances of Charley Mitchell, Jack Burke, Alf. Greenfield, 
George Fryer, the latest candidate in the championship race; 
Dominick McCaffrey and Paddy Ryan, it is my opinion that there 
woull be a hard struggle b-twveen Fryer and Mitchell for the gn 
of place. I think that the pugilists who are now bickering snd 
professing their readiness to battle for tie champiorship may be 
classed as follows: 1—Joho L. Sullivan. 2—Charley Mitehbell. 
3—Georze Fryer. 4—Jack Burke. 5—Alf. Greenfielt. 6—Jake 
Kilrain. 7—Padiy Ryan. 8—Dominick McCaffrey. 9—Mike

Mace went there and was declared eutitied to the stakes. Harry 
Hill refused to give them up, and subsequently it was mutually 
agreed to meet again on Nov. 30, 1871, the stakes being incrvased 
to $5,009, as’ anbounced. They met near Bay St. Louis, Miss.. 
when 12 rounds were fought in Sh S8m, at the end of which time, 
not a blow having been struck in nearly an hour, the referee de- 
clared ita draw. Mace gained first blood in the fourth round, 
which ococupied 57m. : 


W. 8. E., Boston, Mass.—1. Joe Wormald arrived in New York 
on Aug. 4, 1868, 2. He issued a challenge to fight any man in the 
world on his arrival, but the defi was more’ intended for 
Ned O'Baldwin, the Irish Giant, who finaily accepted the challenge. 
8. Wormald and O’ Baldwin fought for $3,000 a side and the cham: - 
plonship of America, at Lynnfield, Mass., on Oct. 29, 1868. - Jesse 
Allen (The Allen’s brother) was umpire for Wormald, and Geo, 
Butts and Geo. Rooke scoonded him. Chas. Diamond and Joe Co- 
burn attended O'Baldwin to the scratch. and Jim Collins was his - 
umpire. Only one round was fought when the police appeared and 
arrested both pugilists, and they were held in $5,000 ball te appear. 
O'Baldwin was bailed, but Wormald was held antil Oct. 31. when 
bail wae alsofaroished. Dan Noble appointed another time and 
place of fighting, but Wormald refused to obey the mandate, and on 
Nov. 11, 1869, O’ Baldwin received the stakes. Wormald’s bonds- 
men were not responsible for the amount of ball they had furnished, 
as it was ‘‘straw bail," and Wormald fied to Cavada. O'Baldwin 
was released on $5,000 ball. On Feb. 15, 1880, he was brought be- 
fore Judge Wilkinson, of the Superior Court af Lawrence, Mass.. 
and sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment with hard labor,

8. R8., Boston, Mass.—1, Ned O'Baldwin was born in Lismore, 
Ireland, in 1840. He stood 6 ft 5% im in height. 2. He was de- 
feated by Andrew Marsden, in England, in 8 rounds, lasting 344m. 
8. He defeated George Iles twice ; the Grst battle was on Feb. 19, 
1864, in 3 rounds, lasting 57m. On Sept. 25, 1866, he beat Andrew 
Marsden in 11 rounds, lasting 16m. He then ‘made a match with 
Mace, but it fell through. Shortly after his arrivalin America he 
was matched to fight Joe Wormald, and they fought at Lynnfield. 
Mass., Oct.29, 1863. One round was fought, and Wormald bad 
decidedly the best of it during the 16m‘ they fought. The Boston 
police finished the struggle, and clubs won. O’Baldwin was ar- 
rested and sent to durance vile for eightcen months. After bis 
time expired he issued a challenge to fight Mace, Allen or McCoole. 
The former accepted, but O’Baldwin desired to fight in New Or- 
leans, whieh Mace's backers would not agree to. On the 15th of 
Mansh, 1872, the pugilists and their backers met at Philadelphia 
and signed articles to Gght for $2.500 on the 16th of July, 1872, The 
deposits were put up regularly until Jobn Morrisecy refused to 
be the final stakeholder. A new meeting was called between the 
men and their backers. They met at Philadelphia on the 9h of 
May, 1872, when the $1,000 put up was transferred to the stake- 
holder. The pugilists were to have fought in Virginia, but the 
authorities stopped the boats from leaving. The stakeholder, 
Alderman McXullen, of Philadelphia, ordered another meeting, 
which took place ag Co‘lier's Station, on the line of the Panhandle 
Railroad, in West Virginia, Aug. 15, 1872, but they could not agree 
on areferee. The stakes were withdrawn, to the public's intense 
disgust and disappointment. 

J. 8., Toledo, Obio.—Sam Collyer is forty-two years of age, 
stands 5 ft 5% in io height, and weighed, in condition, 198 ths. 
Collyer's proper name is Walter Jamizen; he was bora ip: this 
country, and his parents were of Scotch and French descent, Me 
always resided in Brooklyn till the war broke out in 1861, when be 
volunteered and went to the scene of action with a regiment from 
Brooklyn, under Col. Alexander. He served in the army, gaining 
maoy laurels for his bravery at Fortress Monroe. Collycr’s first 
battle was with Mike Carr, better known as “English,” on April 
30, 1866, near Baltimere. Collyer won {in 14 rounds, lasting 24m. 
On May 8, 1886, he defeated Race Bolster, of Washington, near 
Alexanéria, Va., in 49 rounds, lasting 55m. The stakes were $200. 
He then defeated Barney Aaron at Pohick Landing, W. Vs., for 
$2,000 and the light-weight championship, {n 47 rounds, lasting 2h 
5m. Collyer’s next battic was with Johnny McGlade, of New York, 
at 128 Ibs, for $1.000 a side. The battle was decided on Jan. 15, - 
1867, at Goldsboro, Pa.. nine miles from Harrisburg. Collyer won 
in 47 rounds, lasting 55m. Collyer again arranged a match with 
Barney Aaron to fight for $2,000 and the light-weight champion- 
ship. The fight was decided at Acquia Creek, Va., fifty miles from 
Washington, on June 13, 1867. Sixty-seven rounds were fought in 
1h 55m, when Aaren was declared the winner. Collyer was then 
matched to fight Billy Kelly. of New York, for $2,000 and the light- © 
weight championship. The fight was decided at Strickland, Ps., 
on Nov. 27, 1867. Collyer won in 111 rounds, fought in ih 50m. 
On Aug. 24, 1868, Collyer met Billy Edwaris at Cherry Point. Vaw, 
for $2,000 and the light-weizht championship. Edwards won in 47 
rounds, lasting 1h 14m. On March 7, 1870, Collyer again fought 
Bilty Edwards, for the same amount and title. at Mystic Isiand. 
Conn. Edwards was again the victor. Forty rounds were fought 
in 85m. Collyer again fougnt Billy Edwaris for $2,000, on Aug. °. 
1874, at Mill Creek, W. Va. Edwards won in 10 rounds, lasting 
24m. On July 19. 1871, Johnny Lafferty and Collyer fought fora 
purse near Quindora, Mo. Collyer won first blood, first knock- 
down, and the fightin 21 rounds, lasting 14m. On Nov. 23, 1872, 
Collyer fought Patsy Maguire, at Little Rock, Ark., and won in 7 
rounds, lasting 20m. During the intervals that elapsed between 
Collyer’s prize ring engagements, the later appeared at the pumer- 
ous variety theatres in the role of a comedian, cloz-dancer, et¢. 
He seconded Walker, who was killed in the fatal prize fight 
with Weeden. and was sent to Trenton State Prison. He was, how- 
ever, pardone’ »y Gov. McClellan before his time expired.

Mr.J.H Lindenberger, 
a jocal banker, representing a syndirate of creditors, 
mainly in New York, purchased the Anderson and 
Nelson distilleries for $100,500, and the pump-house for 
$17,500. The George C. Buchanan distillery was pur- 
chased by the same party for $13,500. The Monk dis- 
tillery of Julius Barkhouse, Louisville, sold for $30,500. 
The property will be held by the purchasers until it 
increases in value, and will then be sold, r¢muaining 
idle in the meantime. 


The rage for decoration in regard to bar- 
rooms has already gone too far. They are 80 be- 
daubed, gilded and carved that they tire the eye and 
outrage all sense of harmony and color. This craze 
bas been caught by every corner sbopkeeper, until 
now there are few ot those cozy old places which were 
such comfortable resting spots to the weary.

of the discordant array of colors. 


Consumers of “non-alcoholic” drinks in Eng- 
land have been startled to find that they are not by 
any means total abstainers. One of the temperance 
drinks, known as Summer's Beer, was fuund to con- 
tain 5.80 per cent. of alcohol, though made from dry 
herbs, water and sugar only. The internal revenue 
authorities arrested the proprietor, but the magistrates 
discharged him on the ground that beer, within the 
meaning of the act, meant malt and hops. It was 
stated that table beer contained from 2% to 8 per cent., 
lager beer from 6 to 12, and Bass’ ale trom 10 to 12 per 
cent. of alcohol. 


The lower branch of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature passed a bill last week providing for the clos- 
ing of all liquor saloons by a vote of 130to 77. The bill 
provides that no sale ofJiquors shall be made between 
the hours of 11 o’clock P. M. and 6o0’clock A. M., nor 
on Sundays, except that ifthe licensee is licensed as an 
inn-holder he may supply liquor to guests who have 
resorted to his house for food or lodging. A bill was 
also passed to be engrossed exempting the Mayor of 
Boston from signing liquor licenses. These two bills, 
before becoming laws, have, however. to get the sanc- 
tion of the upper branch of the Legislature, whose 
members object to retire so early. Consequently it 
1s quite likely that the early closing bill especially will 
meet its death in their hands.
